In its filing, 

Reidland requested a deviation from the requirements of 807 I<AR 

5:011, Section 10(l)(e). 

807 KAR 5:Oll. Section 10(l)(e), requires an income statement 

and balance sheet for a recent 12-month period. Having reviewed 

the filing and being Otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission 

finds that the information filed therein is sufficient to enable 

the Commission to adequately review Reidland's filing. Therefore, 

its request for a deviation from the above-cited regulation should 

be granted. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that Reidland's request 

deviation from the requirements of 807 K A R  5:011, Section 10 

is hereby granted.
